problems without despotism, without 
oppression and without a revolution?

The advantages of modern safety 


construction in railroad 
equipment 


were never better illustrated than in 
the recent passenger train wreck on 
the Erie railroad near Binghamton, 
N. Y. 


In this accident a milk train crash- 


ed into the rear of a passenger train. 
The car it hit was of solid steel con- 
struction and was not crushed; but 
the car ahead was made of wood and 
it crumpled instantly, killing more 
than a dozen people and seriously in- 
juring many more. Most of the people 
in the steel car escaped with minor 
hurts. 


That story speaks its own moral. 


The wood-constructed passenger car, 
obviously, is out of date. Only the 
car built of steel offers its occupants 
protection when an accident occurs.

The applause which greeted Pres- 


ident Roosevelt's announcement that 
the United Stales would try to fol- 
low a "good neighbor" policy toward 
its Latin-American neighbors 
had 


hardly died down when the Cuban 
revolution took an unexpected omi- 
nous new turn, so that some United 
States warships had to be dispatched 
to the troubled island at top speed.

Afte rthe outbreak, the ground was 


strewn with wounded. Ambulances 
sped to the scene and the casualties 
were brought to a hospital. 


At Edenborn, John Garrow, 40, suf- 


fered a broken arm and a fractured 
skull during a two-hour riot. Mike 
Savage, 36, has a broken arm and 
lacerated head. Both were hurt while 
trying to prevent men from entering 
the mine. A .score of others were in- 
jured less seriously at Edenborn. 


John Cochran, 35, and several other 


pickets were clubbed and stoned at 
Footedale. 


After the excitement at Gates quitt- 


ed down, Thomas Vidovich, 
John 


Brumsik and Ed Rusky, three pickets 
who were in the thick of the melee, 
said the deputies began firing after 
Mike Donovan, mine superintendent 
shouted: 


"Let 'em have it!" 
"Then guns began blazing all around 


us," Vidovich said. "They threw tear 
gas bombs into the crowd as they ran 
down the railroad tracks near the 
mine entrance and fired into us. One 
of the wounded men fell o nthe track. 
A freight train was corning and we 
barely got him off the tracks in time 
because they wire throwing ttar gas 
at us." 


At the offices of the Frick company 


it was said Aat the firing started after 
the strikers had stoned the deputies 
and men who wanted to go to work. 


State police in Uniontown were mil 


informed of the rioting until ;i half 
hour after it was over.

Helen Spence Eaton 
Makes Another Bid for 
Liberty at Prison Farm 


JACKSONVILLE, Ark.—(#>)—Helen 


Spence Eaton, 22-year-old White riv- 
er country girl now serving her sec- 
ond murder sentence, was under dis- 
cipline at the state farm for women 
Thursday after bloodhounds cut short 
her attempt to escape late Wednesday 
night. 


It was the third attempted flight 


made by the girl since she entered the 
prison at the age of 18 when she was 
sentenced to five years for the kill- 
ing of her father's alleged slayer, Jack 
Worls, as a jury was about to retire 
with the case at DeWitt. 


The shooting of Worls occurred in 


the court room. 


Following her parole several months 


ago, she returned to the prison, vol- 
untarily surrendered and confessed 
(ho mudcr of Jim Bohots, DeWitt ros- 
taurnnl proprietor, for whom she was 
employed prior to the Worls killing. 


On a plea of guilty to the Bohots 


killing, she was sentenced to 10 years 
which she is now serving.

in jail here under heavy guard, was 
set Thursday for next Monday in cir- 
cutit court. BoBnds were fixed at 
$500 each, which none were able to 
make. 


Predict More Arrests 


DARDANELLE.— (/I3) —Forty-nine 


indictments were returned by the Yell 
county grand jury Wednesday and 20 
priosners were heavily guarded in the 
county jail Wednesday night as an 
outgrowth of a strike of cotton pick- 
ers which has virtually stopped all 
picking in this section. 


Officers said they planned to make 


probably 100 more arrests in connec- 
tion with the strike which reached a 
climax with a march of 200 or more 
white and negro pickers through the 
fields. 


After the grand jury had returned 


the indictments, W. M. Waller was 
arrested and jailed as the leader of 
the strike trouble. He was not among 
those indicted. Nineteen white and 
negro men previously had been ar- 
rested. 


The heavy guard was placed around 


the jail Wednesday night. A large 
crowd of men had loitered around it 
during the afternoon as the grand 
jury was in session. 


The leaders of the strike were 


charged 
by 
officers 
with 
having 


threatened cotton pickers with vio- 
lence 
unless 
they quit work. The 


strikers demanded 75 cents a hun- 
dred pounds for picking 3s compar- 
ed with 50 cents now being paid. 


Many left the fields, either through 


sympathy with the strike movement 
or fear of them if they refused. It 
was said by officers to have started a 
general exodus of pickers from this 
section. 


Each year during the cotton picking 


season, there is an influx of transient 
families—both 
white 
and 
negro— 


many of these have left as a result 
of the trouble.

— Texas officers Thursday 
took up a search for four 
Louisiana convicts, among 12 
desperadoes who last Sunday 
shot their way out of the state 
prison farm and who for four 
days have carried on a battle 
siege through central Louisi- 
ana that has resulted in seven 
slayings. 


After stealing cars in re- 


lays, kidnaping passengers, 
looting stores and terrorizing 
crossroads the remaining 
group at liberty crossed the 
Louisiana line into east Texas 
about mid-night Wednesday. 


Charles Frazier, notorious south- 


western bandit and killer, wanted 
for crimes in Texas, Arkansas and 
Louisiana, is believed to be heading 
the flight into Texas. , 


From reports received here it is be- 


lieved Frazier is suffering from gan- 
grenous wounds received in a battte 
with officers at the prison Sunday., 


Frazier was sentenced to life in the 


Arkansas penitentiary for killing; a 
Texarkana policeman. He was gjv»n 
a Christmas furlough by former Qtiv- 
ernor Parnell, and failed to

nesday afternoon. 


Slaughter Related 


One of the three escaped Louisiana 


convicts killed near here Wednesday 
charged in a dying statement that 
they were 
"butchered" 
by 
negro 


trusty guards of the prison after they 
had thrown away their guns and sur- 
rendered with upraised hands. 


This quiet little central Louisiana 


city was thrown into an uproar dur- 
ing the afternoon as the dead and 
wounded desperadoes were loaded on 
a truck 
and 
driven 
through the 


crowded streets with an escort of 
scores of peace officers. 


James R. Russell, who made the 


dying statement, admitted to officers 
that a gun had been smuggled to him 
at the Angola penal farm by Marian 
Russell of New Orleans, his common 
law wife, a week before 12 convicts 
broke from the farm last Sunday in 
a gun battle which resulted in the 
death of four persons. 


Russell also blamed Hunt B. Wat- 


son, alias Jim Yarrell, bandit convict 
slain by a guard a week before the 
break, as the originator of the free- 
dom plot. 


Charges Butchery 


Russell made his dying .statement be- 


fore a group of parish officials, a min- 
ister and a priest, who had adminis- 
tered the last sacrament to him. 


"You know you are going to die, 


don't you?" he was asked. 


"Yes," Russell replied weakly. 
He was asked how many guards 


came upon them Wednesday 
after- 


noon. 


"Ten or 11," he answered. 
"Did you resist?" 
"Yes," Russell mumbled. "I tried 


to dun away— they butchered us. We 
threw our guns away and threw our 
hands up. When we did, they poured 
fire into us." 


"Did you throw up your hands?" he 


was asked.

I am asked for my opinion. Alas, I 


do not know the boy and there are 
some millions of varieties 
in the 


country. As many varieties as there 
are boys. No two children are alike, 
and no two have exactly the same in- 
fluence or environment. 


Look for Motive 


In this boy's case there is a nurse. 


I hold no brief either for or against 
nurses. What I might criticize in 
general is the gap that too often exists 
between a mother and a nurse where 
a parent leaves the responsibility of 
a child's moral training to a maid, as 
well as his physical care, and does 
not consider it necessary to take a 
hand herself. 


Again, what would you do if it 


were your child? Would you whip 
him, lecture him, or lock him up? Or 
cry your eyes out? 


If he were mine this is what 1 


should do. Fitst of all I would sit 
dewri and think. I would finecomb 
my memory for the trait in him that 
had led to this crowing act and, see if 
I could put my finger on a motive. 
How had things gotten to this stage?

Searching the Past 


Has he from day to day been guided 


and advised about the difference be- 
tween right and wrong? Or have 1 
expected him to learn these things 
any place he could get them? 


After I had figured out his rea 


motive I should act accordingly. 


I might lock him up and let him 


feel the disgrace although he seems 
young for that. It would depend on 
me and on the boy. I would not do il 
because I was mad, or because a hun- 
dred dollar watch was ruined. The 
same situation would face me if it 
were a two-dollar clock, but I would 
have to take some definite 
action 


about it. 


I should turn my eyes to myself and 


the past years to see where the 
trouble lay in the first place. There 
would be, I am sure, some weak point 
somewhere. Perhaps too much disci- 
pline. Perhaps too little. Or a com- 
plete misunderstanding of him alto- 
gether. It would be more important 
to correct this than to decide on a form 
of punishment for this one act.

To make Melba chips, 
cut stalp 


French rolls in very thin slices, cross- 
wise of the roll.

Ways of Making Croutons 


Croutons are especially acceptable 


with the vegetable cream soup so de- 
sirable for children's luncheons. The 
crunchy richnes of carefully made 
croutons adds the finishing touch to 
a delicious puree. 


There are several ways of making 


croutons. Some cooks dip the neat 
cubes of bread in melted butter and 
then brown them in a moderate oven. 
Others drop the cubes into deep hot 
fat and fry them a golden brown in 
sixty seconds. 


The bread chosen for croutons is 


more important than 
the 
average 


housewife realizes. H should be stale 
but not too dry and crumbling. A 
fine and close grained texture is es- 
ccntial. Cut in slices about one-half 
inch thick, remove crusts and cut each 
slice into cubes with a very sharp 
knife to insure goemetrical neatness 
and accuracy. The cubes are dried 
until they are crisp clear through. 
After this they can be toasted or 
fried in deep fat, 


How to Serve 


Sometimes one is puzzlod as to how 


to serve croutons. Croutons may be 
properly served in two 
ways: (1) 


They are passed to each person im- 
mediately after his soup is placed be- 
fore him and he helps himself. The 
dish that holds the croutons may be 
an ordinary vegetable dish with a 
tablespoon in it. (2) If the soup is 
served by the host at the table, English 
style, he drops one or two tablespoons
